TRANSPORT Oil 


INTO CANADA 


Traversing Wayne, Monroe, Oak- 


land, Macomb and St. Clair counties, 
Michigan, at a cost approximating 
|1,000.000 and crossing the St. Clair, 
Mich, the first pipe line e\ er con- 
structed in that state and ike first 
pipe line to cross 
an 
international 


border is rapidly uearing completion, 
to connect the refineries of the Im- 
perial Oil conijjauj of Saruia. tlit 
Canadian subsidiary cf the Standard 
Oil company with the Ohio fields. 


One of the two big pumping sta- 
tions on the line is being built at 
Wayne, Mich, and se\eral 
hundred 


workmen are 
building two 35,'tK'- 


gallon steel tanks to handle the crude 
oil on Its »ay to the refineries. The 
station building is almost completed 
aad two large engine* are being In- 
stalled to operate the puni:>s The en- 
gines will be run by crude oil. The 
puinps will handle ?,<H>0 barrels of 
crude oil per day A similar station is 
being completed in C\gnet, Ohio, the 
southern terminal. 


The work on the pipe line haa been 
in progress since February, it runs 
from C\gnet in the Lima oil fields to 
Sarnia, a distance of about 10 utiles- 
It crosses Wood and Lucas counties 
in Ohio, being laid on solid rock un- 
der the Maumee river. The line cross- 
es Woodward avenue in Detroit, be- 
tween Royal Oak and Birmingham. 
There are about I.<KKI men at work 
on the line, three gangs laying the 
pipe across country, while others «tre 
employed in the construction of the 
pumping stations. The pii«e is made 
of steel, six inches in diameter, and 
is laid two or three feet below the 
line of cultivation, so that It does not 
interfere with the 
farming. 
Under 


the St. Clair river the pipe Is buried 
in six feet of mud, so that it will not 
be damaged by dragging anchors. 


Hitherto the Imperial Oil company 
has received its crude oil by boat, a 
line of tank 
steamers transporting 


a supply for the year from the Ohio 
ports to Sarnia, but the business of 
the refinery has 
grown so rapidly 


w ith the development of the Canadian 
northwest that it was impossible to 
get sufficient storage capacity to car- 
ry over enough crude oil to last while 
navigation is closed. The pipe line 
will furnish a steady supply the year 
round.
